it and preoccupies herself as to whether or not she will 
find cell service in Wonderland. 

It's a contemporary interpretation with all the 
classic characters we recognize and absolutely adore 
from the original, with perhaps a bit more of a sarcastic 
element to the lines. It's a setting in which Alice views 
much of what she sees as a potential status update, uses 
copious quantities of those text-talk abbreviations most 
adults find annoying in real-life but will find endearing 
in Wonderland, and tells the anxious time-fixated White 
Rabbit to "take a Xanax or something."

Marion Man Talks of Journey as a Vietnam 

Refugee

When Bao Huynh was 13, his father told him 
to get ready for a fun weekend vacation at a seaside 
Vietnamese town, just the two of them. Only a couple 
of nights later, Huynh would be saying good-bye to his 
father - a former South Vietnam soldier who Huynh 
barely even got to know after he was held 10 years in a 
North Vietnamese reeducation camp - and farewell to his 
homeland of Vietnam. 

But before Huynh boarded that tiny vessel 
crowded with other ''boat people" as they became known, 
Huynh, now 45, working as a computer engineer and 
living in Marion, lived a life as a child in South Vietnam, 
and it was never an easy life. 

The second of three sons, Huynh grew up in a 
family that could barely get by - a mother who worked 
all the time and barely had time to look after the children, 
and three boys forced to find menial jobs to help keep the 
family going while Huynh's father was held, essentially

imprisoned, for a decade. 

Huynh never got to visit his father. The journey to 
the camp was too expensive. Instead, he held a job sewing 
buttons onto shirts and other small jobs in the textile 
industry of South Vietnam. 

''Life was a little bit tough for us, especially in the 
south," said Huynh. "We were not really treated equally 
(by the North Vietnamese). They didn't want us to be too 
educated. There were no college options after high school. 
Only factory work." 

Huynh and his family did what they could, 
searching every day for that light at the end of the tunnel, 
as many other Vietnamese did, too, after the war. 

Two million people escaped Vietnam after the 
war to become refugees abroad, hopeful for a better and 
brighter future for themselves or their children. Some 
800,000 escaped by boat, and only about half of them ever 
made it to dry land. 

"And I was one of them," Huynh told a large 
classroom of sixth-graders at Sippican School on Friday, 
March 3. Huynh was invited to speak as a way to tie-in 
the students' experiences reading the three chosen novels 
this year, all of which had to do with the underlying 
themes of refugee life and post-war life of children. His 
daughter, sixth-grader Sakurato Huynh- Aoyama, sat in 
the front row. 

The night before Huynh and his father left Saigon 
for the coast, Huynh was dreading his final exams at 
school. He jumped at the chance to avoid schoolwork 
and take a vacation. He was also sick with a cold, which 
is why Huynh figured his mother was crying so much 
before they left. 

"I didn't know why she was crying," Huynh 
said. "She said nothing." Before he left, his mother, a very 
religious Buddhist, gave him a gold chain with a gold

Buddha on it. ''This is going to help you on your journey/' 
she told the young boy, sobbing. 

For two nights, Lluynh said he had fun with his 
father by the sea. But on the final night, instead of taking 
the boy home, Huynh's father took him to the shore and 
pointed to the ocean. "You're going there," Huynh said 
recalling that night. "That's when I knew I had been 
chosen to go." 

The young Huynh didn't know why he was the 
chosen son to escape on the boat that night. It shocked 
him that his parents would sell their home to pay for 
this secret passage out of Vietnam on his own. There was 
no warning, although Huynh had heard stories about 
the boat people before. "It was never a good story," said

Huynh. ''It was always a terrible story" 

But the boy had no choice, and he stood obedient 
and said nothing as his father left him there. Forced 
to carry heavy containers of fuel along with the other 
passengers on the same journey, Huynh could barley find 
the strength to hold his own. In fact, like many others, he 
dropped his containers and left them on the beach before 
boarding. And boarding altogether almost ended Huynh's 
journey early, since most passengers had to swim out to 
the vessel and Huynh did not know how to swim. 

Huynh clung to the side of a basket towing 
elderly people and small children and was the last one 
boarded on the tiny crowded boat destined to float across 
the sea for seven days and seven nights before being 
rescued. 

Every square inch of the boat was occupied by the 
flesh of humans hopeful to survive the journey for a better 
life elsewhere. "We didn't even have room to lie down. 
Just sit there and hope we make it." 

After four days, the boat ran out of fuel and 
for three days and nights Huynh and the others drifted 
slowly towards the Philippines. They prayed and waited. 
They drank small water-bottle size daily rations of water 
and cooked rice to eat using seawater. They looked out 
across the water and saw nothing but ocean and sky and 
emptiness. "It was a scary journey," said Huynh. "You 
look around, you see nothing. But it's beautiful. It's so 
quiet. And at night you can see all the stars." 

"You have no choice when you're out there. 
You've got to think of something to make you happy," 
said Huynh. 

On the seventh night, a boat of Philippine 
fisherman approached the tiny refugee boat and offered 
to help them, but not without some form of payment. 
Everyone on board was forced to give up something of 
value for their rescue, and Huynh did not have anything 
with him of value - except his mother's gold necklace. 

He hastily hid the chain in his pocket, but to no 
avail. Forced to stand and his pockets searched, the gold 
chain his mother gave him the last time he saw her was 
taken. 

"I was very sad," Huynh said, pausing for a

moment of emotion before he could continue telling 
his story. "I had to give it up and think about the next 
chapter in my life," he continued. That next chapter 
would consist of two years at a refugee camp on a 
small island in the Philippines, sharing a hut with other 
unaccompanied boys until the day came when the United 
States grated him permission to enter. 

Not everyone could go to the U.S., said Huynh. 
Many went to other countries, but Huynh's father's ties 
to the U.S. military and the time he spent in Oklahoma 
and Texas training for the war gave Huynh an actual 
connection with the country, and he was promptly 
placed with a foster family in Boston. He arrived with 
nothing but the shorts and T-shirt he had on and his legal

documents. 

But Huynh's life in America turned out not 
how he had imagined it. His foster placement was not a 
nurturing, supportive environment, as Huynh described 
in a follow-up interview to his talk at Sippican School. 

"It was all about the money for them," said 
Huynh. There were six kids living in bunk beds in the 
attic. The refrigerator was locked during the day, and the 
un-insulated attic room was cold in the winter and hot in 
the summer. "The image of America, it was just gone." 

Huynh ran away from his foster home and stayed 
with a friend's family until graduating from high school 
and moving on to Juniata College in Pennsylvania on a 
full scholarship. There he met his future wife, a study

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abroad student from Japan. 

Huynh says he raises his children to not take 
advantage of all the blessings they have in their life, 
although, like every parent, all he ever wanted was 
a better life for his children than the one he had. His 
mother, father, and two brothers eventually settled in the 
U.S. with Huynh's help. 

"I was so mad at them," Huynh recalled feeling 
towards his parents. He wondered, "Why me? Why me?" 
It took him months after reaching the Philippines before 
he contacted them. "I was so angry. All of a sudden, I 
have to be all out by myself." 

But, Huynh said, he still had a better life than his 
father. "They kind of gave up their life for me," he said. 

So, to answer the young Huynh's question of 'why me?' - 
Huynh said, "Because parents always know. They know 
what each child is capable of. They knew I could survive." 

Chief Awarded for Support of Military Employees

Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee has been 
awarded the Employer Support of the Guard and Reserve 
(ESGR) Patriot Award, having been nominated by his 
three officers who are members of the National Guard and 
Reserve. 

The award recognizes a supervisor or boss who 
has provided support to employees who serve in the 
military through measures such as flexible schedules, 
time off prior to and during deployment, offering support 
to families, and also granting leaves of absence when 
requested. 

Magee was given the award at a ceremony during 
a Southeast Massachusetts Police Chiefs meeting in 
Plymouth last month. 

For such a small police department to have three 
active and reserve employee officers is a high percentage. 

It takes some effort and flexibility, said Magee, 
when you've got a high percentage of your full-time staff 
in the military. 

"Because they need time off, one week a month, 
two weeks a year," said Magee. "With a small agency, it's 
a balancing act of scheduling and accommodating the 
time off these guys need." 

It is clear that those three employees feel that 
Chief Magee, as well as the Town of Rochester, works 
rather attentively to support them. 

The award is not issued to entire agencies or 
employers; rather it is issued to individual supervisors 
and bosses. However, Magee said, although this award 
was issued in his name, it recognizes the efforts and 
support of those in the town's administration as well. 

"This really is a town award," said Magee. "While 
I am the employer, [administration is] very supportive of 
my hiring military people. I think it's just as much a town 
award."

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ORCTV Changes Student Programming at ORR

For a number of years, ORCTV has given Old 
Rochester Regional High School $74,000 each year to 
fund a teaching position for TV and video journalism 
production courses at ORR. That funding will stop for 
this fiscal year, and ORCTV Executive Director Robert 
Chiarito says ORCTV, which relocated back to ORR last 
year, will resume the student programming from a more 
in-house method. 

Some ORR School Committee members seemed 
shocked by the decision, and some members as well as 
students worried the quality technology programming 
that ORCTV had funded up until now would end with it. 

School Superintendent Doug White said ORCTV 
informed the district last year that the funding would 
cease, but the district had already budgeted for it and 
included the courses in the program of studies. ORCTV 
subsequently provided $54,000 last year as a last-time 
grant payment. 

Now White says that he would like to see the 
district come up with the funding on its own to keep the 
same TV production and video journalism courses and a 
school staff member to teach them. 

''We would like to see and have the opportunity 
to continue those opportunities in our schools and within 
our budget," said White. "They (ORCTV) no longer 
would like to offer those dollars to us and look to provide 
educational television through a different means." 

White said all he could do was talk to Tri-Town 
selectmen about how the school could fund the position 
and keep the courses. The hope, he said, is to see the same 
amount in ORCTV funds go back into the school budget. 

"I guess Tm perplexed because of how successful 
those classes have been with some of our students in the 
past," said school committee member Carey Humphrey. 
"My daughter was a product of that class, and I know 
what it instills in those students and it's very, very 
important . . . because of what it does to prepare them for 
the future." 

And if it is the boards of selectmen that provide 
the funding to ORCTV, said Humphrey, "It sounds like

there's some politics involved." He added, "It just smells 
very political to me and it smells like . . . [someone is] 
doing this out of spite. . 

Fifty-one students signed a petition in support of 
continuing the TV production and VJ courses, and student 
Ethan Mort said, "I definitely think a lot of students were 
inspired by the [program]. I think it would be a huge 
shame and a huge loss if we were to lose it right now." 

ORR District Video Coordinator Deb Stinson said, 
as educators, "We're the ones who should be managing 
the educational channel." 

For White, it is "the impact of what it's done for 
the students of Tri-Town, and what could be lost as a 
result of that funding mechanism being taken away" 

Chiarito, however, says that students are not 
losing any of the educational opportunities it once 
provided; instead, ORCTV is stepping up to offer the 
programming itself while taking a leadership role in its 
execution. 

Chiarito explained during a phone interview that 
the funding was never meant to be a permanent source of 
funding for ORR, and the Old Rochester Regional school 
district was aware of this. 

One of the founding members of ORCTV, Ken 
Souza, said in a letter addressed to ORCTV Board of 
Directors President Jay Pateakos that when ORCTV 
initially moved out from the ORR campus years ago, 
board member Reg Foster recommended a one-time grant

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as part of the original contract with the tri-towns to fund 
a teaching position at the high school as a ''good-faith 
gesture," wrote Souza. 

"This was never intended to be an ongoing or 
recurrent budget item," continued Souza. 

Somewhere along the line, he said, subsequent 
ORCTV boards and the high school took that line item for 
granted, although that was never the intent. 

Earlier this school year, ORCTV joined the 
school's School to Career Path Program, allowing students 
the opportunity to come to the ORCTV studio for real- 
life hands-on learning, work-study, apprenticeships, and 
career experience. 

Half a dozen students right away signed up, 
according to Chiarito, and by next week they'll have 
produced their first weekly program. "And this is 
something we're going to expand upon next year." 

"We wanted to reach the kids who are the most 
interested, who really wanted to further their education 
and careers and maybe use this stuff in college," said 
Chiarito, who feels this type of instruction better prepares 
students who want to pursue TV careers in college than 
the ORCTV-funded school courses did. 

With students recording school sports games, 
studio experience behind the camera, as well as graphics, 
directing, sound, and writing scripts - and whatever the 
student is interested in, "The level of stuff that they're 
getting here is more like a college course," said Chiarito. 



"And they've really taken to it." 

Next year, ORCTV wants to expand all that to 
more kids, and ORCTV also has been doing an afterschool 
club that started around the same time. 

"There's really nothing political about this at all," 
said Pateakos in an email. "The grant that ORR had been 
receiving was never meant to be a permanent thing. ... 

Our Board has decided to move more in-house with 
educational programming." 

Says Chiarito, "We're not taking anything away 
from anybody. We're just doing it in a different manner." 

"We have a limited budget and [the school 
district] has one, and we just couldn't afford it anymore," 
said Chiarito.

Most other community TV stations do not offer 
grants to district schools, according to Chiarito. 

''We're not taking anything away from the kids. . .. 
We are offering things to the students and we are hoping 
that it will be throughout the [entire tri-town] school 
district.... We really want to make sure that were reaching 
out to everybody." 

"It's not a political move whatsoever," Chiarito 
continued. "It's just us trying to get a hold of our budget 
because we are a small station running five channels and 
most other stations . . . they've all got four, five or more 
employees and we've been doing this the entire time with 
two people." 

Students of the newer programming, Chiarito 
said, are providing him with "extremely positive 
feedback." 

"The kids love it," he said. "So far I'm really, 
really pleased by what I've seen. It's gone beyond my 
wildest imagination." 

The mainly student-driven program, says 
Chiarito, is "a really solid program that the school can be 
proud."

in taxes. 

Resident David Eckert asked if that $40 tax increase 
amount could be noted in the question on the ballot itself, 
but Chairman Naida Parker and Town Administrator 
Suzanne Szyndlar said regulations are strict, and the 
Department of Revenue does not allow details such as 
average individual tax increases to be reflected in the ballot 
question. 

It took several minutes to convince Eckert of 
that fact, who said he would imagine that the Board of 
Selectmen would have the authority to make that decision. 

Nope, said Parker, who is also the town clerk. 

That $40 amount is only an average assessment, 
added Parker, which could be misleading to other residents 
with other property values. 

Members of the public will, however, get the 
chance to question Eldridge about his million-dollar 
question during the town's candidates' night at the COA on 
March 26 at 4:00 pm. 

"Since he is the initiator of this request, it will kind 
of fall on his shoulders to educate people..." said Parker. 

If the question passes during the April 12 Annual 
Town Election, it will appear as a Town Meeting article on 
the warrant and would be discussed on the Town Meeting 
floor before a confirmation vote. 

The motion passed 2-1, with Selectman Richard 
Nunes voting 'no.' 

"I don't think the residents at this time can afford 
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an additional assessment of $40 in their tax bills," Nunes 
said. 

"I agree," said Parker. 

The voters ultimately will decide.

and data from a past new building exploration that 
Raymond says would help mitigate costs. 

And, Raymond added, if the two groups are both 
going at it, then twice as much could be accomplished. 

'Ts it possible that both groups could work 
together as one committee?" asked Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Jody Dickerson. "We see enough fractions 
down in Washington. We don't need it here in Marion." 

Dickerson asked, "Instead of going down two 
different roads at Town Meeting, is this something that we 
could work together on?" 

"We already have a base plan of a town hall new 
building," said Town House Building Committee member 
Wayne Mattson, which would keep costs down for a 
study, he added. 

Selectman Steve Gonsalves said he understands 
the committee's frustration, but perhaps the current 
committee still needs a set of "new eyes" to make sure 
all voices are heard in the ongoing debate. Gonsalves 
advocated for both groups to come together in 
cooperation for one goal. 

Selectman Stephen Cushing was not in the mood 
to keep beating the same subject, he said. He asked the 
committee and Lane and Minard who were seated in 
the audience where the two groups stood on the idea of 
merging. 

"Our goal has always been to renovate the town 
house," said Mattson. "In all fairness . . . we've been

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looking at this objectively, not just one sided." 

Lane stood and said he would like to see the two 
groups work together, but with conditions. 

First, Lane argued that at least three new 
members should be appointed to the Town House 
Building Committee, one of which would sit as the chair. 
Second, all architectural work should be done by an 
independent contractor, he said. 

"All of that is to ensure independence and 
objectivity," said Lane. 

Resident John Waterman said he didn't think the 
warrant needed two articles and that having two would 
simply serve to confuse voters. He added, "I think it's 
really up to the selectmen in the end to decide who will 


be on that committee." 

Minard said the last day to submit an article in 
time to make the warrant was February 23, but Dickerson 
corrected him, saying that that was the deadline for 
citizen petitions and the deadline does not apply to 
appointed and elected boards. 

Raymond said he felt his committee's article 
was "more inclusive" and perhaps the other committee, 
which has not been formally established and appointed 
yet, should withdraw its own article on the town meeting 
floor. 

In the end, the selectmen voted to allow the Town 
House Building Committee's article to proceed. 

In other matters, the board received the invitation 
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from the Wareham Veterans Council to participate in 
the August 17-21 visit of the Moving Wall, the half- 
scale replica of the Vietnam Veterans Memorial Wall in 
Washington, D.C. 

Veterans Council Chairman Bob White also 
asked the selectmen to declare that week in August as a 
special week honoring veterans in a proclamation, which 
Dickerson openly accepted with a motion to declare that 
week ''Veterans Week" in the Town of Marion. 

The Moving Wall will be installed behind the 
Wareham Town Hall in front of the middle school on 
the Anderson Track field across Viking Drive. Once the 
site opens on August 17, it will be a 24-hour operation 
until the wall is taken down, with public viewing hours 
starting on Thursday, August 17 at 12:00 pm and ending 
on Monday, August 21 at 4:00 pm. More information will 
be available as the event draws near.

Air Not Clear On Marijuana Act 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

During the March 6 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board, the issue of whether or not to sponsor a 
Town Meeting article to impose a "temporary moratorium 
on marijuana establishments" wasn't at all clear. 
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especially to new member Janice Robbins. 

Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain 
explained that her recent attendance at an informational 
conference hosted by the town's counsel Kopelman & 
Paige had reinforced the need for cities and towns to 
place a moratorium on business activities associated 
with the growing and selling of cannabis. She said that 
Town Administrator Michael Gagne had asked her to 
approach the Planning Board to ascertain their interest in 
supporting a Town Meeting article on the matter. 

But Robbins was flummoxed, saying, "I don't 
feel qualified to defend this at Town Meeting.... Someone 
could ask, 'Where have you been since the election?"' 
Robbins felt that the Planning Board might not be the 
appropriate arm of town government to carry it to Town 
Meeting. She asked, "Did the Board of Selectmen have 
discussions?" Robbins asked that if questions were poised 
to the Planning Board from the Town Meeting floor, 
would the Planning Board be able to respond? 

"I don't feel strongly about doing this," Robbins 
said. "I wouldn't have an answer if anyone asked a 
question." 

Robbins asked fellow board members, "Is it the 
Planning Board's job?" 

According to Crain, she said that bylaws were 
usually crafted by the Planning Board, then cycled to the 
Board of Selectmen and the public review process. 

Robbins held steadfast that she didn't feel the 
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Planning Board was adequately schooled on the subject to 
sponsor an article. 

Planning Board member Karen Field agreed 
that more information was necessary before they could 
sponsor an article saying, ''There must be pros and cons 
all over town." 

Crain said that there are 22 pending amendments 
to the state act and that the State had yet to establish 
what they will eventually call the Cannabis Control 
Commission. She said there was still time to get an article 
written for Town Meeting and would reach out to Gagne 
and possibly town counsel to set-up a meeting for the 
Planning Board. 

Robbins shared that she was recently in Colorado, 
saying, "When you drive in certain areas, you can smell 
marijuana. ... You can control that with a bylaw." 

The matter was tabled for further review. 

Also coming before the board was Todd 
Rodrigues and partner / developer Paul Rodrigues 
regarding a plan modification to their proposed multi-use 
project Windswept Village. The modification triggered a 
return to the Planning Board. 

The team explained that a 1,200 square-foot 
increase to one of the two buildings they plan to construct 
made the hearing necessary. The increase, they explained, 
had been necessitated by designing an accessible 
apartment on the first floor of the east building. 

But board members Fields and Robbins both had 
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questions outside the scope of what Rodrigues dubbed an 
"insignificant" change to the original plans. 

Fields asked about the number of bedrooms 
and distance from handicapped parking spaces to the 
accessible apartment, while Robbins asked about traffic 
flow and landscaping plans. 

Rodrigues expressed his frustration, saying that 
the previous meeting had addressed all these matters and 
that "the project will be done correctly." 

"We just want to move forward," said Rodrigues. 

As the hearing proceeded, it was determined 
that lot coverage was within zoning regulations, that 
the Massachusetts Department of Transportation was 
handling traffic flow, that parking and sewer was 
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adequate for the planned structures, and that future 
commercially leased spaces would fall under Building 
Department and Board of Health oversight. The Planning 
Board moved to approve the plan modifications. 

Earlier in the evening. Bob Field of Field 
Engineering received approval for his client DG 
Service Company, 23 County Road, with plans to build 
an addition to a pre-existing structure. The issue of 
stormwater drainage systems was reviewed and plans 
accepted. The project is pending ZBA and Conservation 
Commission approval. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for March 20 at 7:00 pm in the town 
hall conference room. 

Is Snows Pond Affected By Dewatering? 

Rochester Conservation Commission

It was standing room only at the Rochester 
Council on Aging when the March 7 meeting of the 
Rochester Conservation Commission got underway. 

Drawing people out on a dark and dismal late 
winter's night was the fate of Snows Pond that many 
believe is suffering a negative impact from construction 
activities at the adjacent property owned by Decas 
Cranberry Company. 

Returning to face the commission's questions as 
well as those from a large group of concerned citizens 
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were Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering and Scott 
Hannula, project manager for Decas. 

During the February 7 public hearing, the 
commission discussed with Grady and Hannula a 
Cease and Desist order issued by them due to the over- 
excavation of a tailwater pond the cranberry grower was 
creating. 

The 23-acre site was to have been excavated to 30 
feet; however, upon investigation by Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon, it was determined to have exceeded that 
elevation by 8 feet. 

At that February meeting, Hannula was 
instructed to keep dewatering pumps turned on until 
pond bottom elevations could be confirmed. The 
pumping has subsequently been viewed as allegedly 
draining Snows Pond by several other town boards and 
by residents. 

Although Grady and Hannula were prepared to 
discuss corrective measures that would ultimately allow 
Decas to turn the pumps off, a procedural irregularity had 
to be sorted out. 

Farinon said abutter notifications had been sent 
out by G.A.F. using first class mail rather than certified 
mail and, upon advice of town counsel, the public hearing 
to amend the existing Order of Conditions could not be 
opened. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey advised the 
commissioners that they could discuss the Cease and 
Desist order giving the residents who had turned out to 
hear whether or not Snows Pond was being diminished 
by the dewatering activities a chance to also voice their 
concerns. 

That being said. Chairman Michael Conway 
asked Grady to make his presentation. 

Grady detailed pond water levels, ground 
water levels, and the amount of soil removed for the 
tailwater pond. After 15 minutes of describing the 
current conditions at the site and the surrounding ponds, 
he concluded that Snows Pond was affected, not by 
dewatering of the Decas pond but by severe drought 
conditions, seeming to debunk a notion that somehow the 
pumps were drawing fresh water from a deep vein. 

Grady then explained plans for returning soils to 
the pond by "bulldozing" piles of excavated material back 
into the hole. 

Soil Board Chairman Gary Florindo rose to speak. 
Walking to the front of the assembled, standing beside a 
map of the site, he began, "What happened at this earth 
removal site is anyone's guess. When Laurell told me I 
said, 'Put it to grade.'" 

"This is a very high profile project," Florindo said. 
"I don't want anybody here to think we haven't been in 
contact," he continued. He expressed disbelief that the 
plans were not followed but that now, ". . .Monitor how to 
fix it - Snows Pond is being pumped." 

"If you create a void at one point, it's going to 
draw water," Florindo said. "I'm not green to this; I know 
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water travels under ground." 

Florindo stated the case that new material should 
not be brought into the site and that existing stored soils 
on site are what should be used to bring the tailwater 
pond up to planned elevations. 

"Fix the problem on your site," demanded 
Florindo. "The sooner you correct this, we can plug up the 
leak," he told Grady. 

Florindo said that Fiannula was an "honorable 
person" and simply wanted him to fix the problem. 
Florindo received a round of applause. 

Herring Inspector David Watling said, "I agree 
with Gary," adding, "Don't bring the water over from 
Long Pond till November." The uplands fresh water 
ponds of the Mattapoisett River Valley serve as spawning 
areas for river herring between March and November. 

Fred Underhill, water commissioner and member 
of the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply Protection 
Committee, read from a prepared letter to the commission 
that also asked for the site to be repaired, noting that 
the fresh water supply was stressed by the dewatering 
activities. 

Farinon thanked the residents, saying she 
believed the town needed the services of a hydro- 
geologist to ascertain what is truly going on. 

Farinon asked the commission to request 
a $10,000 check from Decas to hire the peer review 
consultant. Hannula said he would call immediately to 
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pass aiong the request. 

The pubiic hearing was continued untii March 21. 

In other business, Peter Frey received a Negative 
determination for his Request for Determination of 
Applicability application to construct an access driveway 
within an easement near Snipatuit Pond. 

The Town of Rochester received a Negative 
determination to construct batting cages at Babe Ruth 
field. 

Gary Mills received a Certificate of Compliance 
and an Order of Conditions for a subdivision planned 
near Hartley Mill Pond off Hartley Road. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for March 21 at 7:00 pm, 
location to be announced. 

BBC Project Continued, Needs Sorting 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board on March 6 briefly 
went over a few details of the Buzzards Bay Coalition site 
plan review for a new field operations barn at 173 and 177 
Spring Street. 

Ken Motta, the board's peer review engineer, 
had submitted a detailed letter with his questions and 
recommendations only 30 minutes before the start of 
the meeting, so the board members had not yet had the 
chance to review it. 
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In light of this, CLE Engineering representative 
Susan Nilson requested that the board table any matters 
pertaining to stormwater runoff and drainage until the 
next meeting because of the technical nature of the topics. 

''It's just a little bit scattered, so I'm not sure how 
to approach it," Nilson said, but she added that she is 
confident she can address the stormwater issues with the 
board at the next meeting. 

Chairman Robert Lane asked about a section 
of the plan where a future expansion could possibly be 
undertaken, asking Buzzards Bay Coalition President 
Mark Rassmussen whether it was indeed part of the 
intended plan before the board. 

"We very well may, so we'd like to leave the 
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option on the plan," said Rassmussen, if only so it would 
be recognized as a preliminary concept. He said expansion 
would take place in roughly three years. 

Lane told Rassmussen to either take it off the plan 
or treat it as if he is going to build it. 

"We're not going to give you site plan approval 
for a building we don't even have all the material," Lane 
told him. 

Rassmussen' s only concern was for the 
stormwater specs for this current plan to be adequate 
enough to allow for future expansion of the footprint if 
desired. 

"We wouldn't want to reconstruct them or 
downsize them," added Nilson. 

A site plan review, said Lane, is only good for 
two years and only extendable for one additional year. By 
three years, the project would have to come back before 
the board anyway and be resubmitted. 

Abutter Jean Maher had some concerns from a 
previous meeting, and she told the board she met with 
Rassmussen the prior week and walked the perimeter 
with him. 

"We felt more comfortable with what he said . . . 
and he was very agreeable to planting some trees where 
we have open space between our property and theirs," 
said Maher. "We appreciate that the coalition had agreed 
to doing that." 

The board continued the hearing until March 20. 
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In other matters, the board swiftly approved a 
modification to the site plan for 806 Mill Street owned by 
Arnold Johnson. The inability to relocate a fire hydrant 
to accommodate a new curb cut for an entrance resulted 
in having to use an existing curb cut at the old Frigate 
property for an entrance. 

The board deemed it a minor enough change to 
simply approve it on the spot. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for March 20 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

School Choice Reinstated to Help Build Budget 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

Government officials from the Tri-Towns 
have pledged to support an Old Rochester Regional 
school district level-funded budget increase of $320,000 
maximum for FY18. This amount, however, is not nearly 
enough to cover the ORR budget subcommittee's level- 
funded budget increase of $704,516, let alone the budget 
that the subcommittee feels the school needs - $18,475,627 
or an increase of about $834,000. 

"The word we keep hearing from the towns is 
'dire,'" said ORR School Committee Chairman Tina Rood. 
"But I really do believe that it is our job to put forward the 
needs of our schools." 

The district was hoping to move forward with its 

r — — — — — — — — — — — — — — — — ^ 
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five-year capital plan that towns had supported last year, 
and make the part-time art teacher position a full-time 
position, while also maintaining the teacher leadership 
program, late busses for after school activities, and the 
age 18-22 program established last year. 

With the 'middle road' level-funded budget, 
requests such as an additional guidance counselor, social 
worker, technology upgrades, and a special education 
coordinator would not be funded. A custodial position 
would also not be replaced upon retirement this year. 

"It does not include any kind of monies for 
upgrades and improvements at the district," said Rood. 
The $320,000 number, she said, "Is not based on need or 
importance, but 'just a number.'" 
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Under the more conservative budget option, the 
music program, including the band, would be gutted at 
the junior high. Principal Kevin Brogioli said, "Basically 
every student in the school moves through this program." 

"Those are the types of things that will not be 
funded at that $320,000 level," Rood stated. "That is 
very disappointing in a district like this with voters who 
support our schools. . . . A number that doesn't even start 
to cover the updates and things that need to happen at the 
school." She continued, "But now you're talking about the 
curriculum and the everyday teaching of our students." 

School committee member Heather Burke 
cautioned, "If we went forward with this requested 
budget, we would not be doing our service to the 
students. This type of budget would kick off a death 
spiral for this school. Honestly, it would gut it. And with 
that would go housing prices, community involvement, 
all sorts of dire community ills would start to flood in." 

Burke called the towns' proposal "misguided." 

"If this is what town authorities are proposing, 
then I think the communities should evaluate in whom 
they put their trust," said Burke. "I understand budgets 
are tight everywhere," she continued, adding that a 
budget like that is like a message that says, "We don't 
value education in this community, we don't care about 
our children, and I don't think that's how the Tri-Town 
population feels." 

"I can't even understand a number like this," said 

Burke. 

In defense of the three towns. School Business 
Administrator Patrick Spencer said, "They're dealing with 
a reality that they have to deal with ... a number based 
on their revenue streams." He continued, "It's not just 
something that they picked willy-nilly out of the air. . .. 

I understand what we're trying to accomplish, but that 
number was based on information that we have given 
them. It's their reality that they're trying to deal with." 

Spencer said the district's reality is quite different, 
and it must find different ways to fund it, recommending 
that the committee steer the budget more into the 
'middle.' 

"We're trying to be as realistic as we can be," 
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Spencer said. ''Reality is reality, so that's what we're 
dealing with right now. 

The committee, under the recommendation 
of Superintendent Doug White, discussed increasing 
school choice slots at the two schools, a move away from 
prior years when the committee headed more towards 
maintaining the current levels, if not slowly decreasing 
them. 

Brogioli and high school Principal Michael Devoll 
agreed they could both accommodate 30 to 35 students 
and still maintain class sizes and programs. 

The committee discussed a cap on school choice 
students, deciding between a max of 105 students and 
125. 

Right now there are 68 school choice students at 
ORR junior and high school. 

The district is reimbursed $5,000 per student in 
the program. 

The caveat, however, is the district can't know 
ahead of time what services, including special education, 
might be needed as they come into the district, which 
could increase costs some. Director of Student Services 
Michael Nelson said that although some percentages of 
certain programs are reimbursed at the end of the year, 
100 percent is not. Nelson stressed he could not predict 
any increases in student services with school choice. 

However, as school committee member James 
Muse pointed out, "The solution to this budget is not 
school choice." 

He also emphasized the cultural and social 
positive impacts that school choice offers. 

"We got to find the problem to find the money to 
do it right no matter what," said Muse. 

"We shouldn't be using school choice for budget 
solutions." 

Although 125 school choice students was not the 
most feasible number, the committee voted unanimously 
to simply cap the number at 125. 

It is, however, as Rood put it, not optimal. 

"That is not an optimal world . . . but it is what we 
are committed towards," said Rood. But, just accepting a 
level-funded budget, she said, "That's just crazy." 
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Rood encouraged supportive residents to speak to 
their members of town government. 

In other matters, the committee denied one 
senior's request to bring her 21 -year-old boyfriend to the 
senior prom. The committee considered the student's 
request over the past several weeks and ultimately chose 
to uphold the policy that prohibits anyone 21 or over to 
attend school events such as prom. The committee did, 
however, approve the out-of-state prom location venue 
selection at Belle Mer in Newport, Rhode Island. 

The ORR School Committee will meet again at 
the March 20 budget review meeting at 6:30 pm in the 
ORRJHS media room, accessible from the double doors 
behind the school. 
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Robotics Program at Old Hammondtown 
Highlighted 

Mattapoisett School Committee

The Mattapoisett School Committee began its 
meeting on March 6 with a robotics presentation by 
Associate Principal Kevin Tavares. 

Tavares, with a robot prototype resting on the 
table before him, explained to the committee the program 
begun at Old Hammondtown School for fourth, fifth, and 
sixth graders. 

The program uses Lego Mindstorms robotics, 
with materials acquired through a grant, to encourage 
students to design and program robots that will perform a 
particular task. 

Superintendent Doug White noted, ''This project 
is a continuation of the STEM program." Tavares added, 
"It teaches kids to work well as a team. Science sometimes 
takes a back seat and working with this technology can 
prepare kids for jobs that don't even exist yet." 

The school has developed a set of criteria to 
select students who apply for the program. The selected 
students will work in groups online in computer 
simulations and with robotics materials to develop a robot 
designed to successfully address a particular robotics 
challenge. Tavares and the students will present their 
robotics projects at a school committee meeting in May. 

In other business, the committee reviewed 
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the school calendar prior to it going to a Joint School 
Committee meeting. White stated that the administration 
believed that it was prudent to close school for Good 
Friday ''...considering student attendance as well as 
not having adequate staff that day, substitutes don't 
necessarily fill all the slots...." 

With the exception of a brief discussion on 
the December vacation start time, in which committee 
Chairman James Higgins suggested the school close for 
a full day on December 22, the committee accepted the 
calendar as presented. 

The FY2018 K-6 budget was presented by School 
Business Administrator Patrick Spencer, who noted that 
the budget increased by $182,000. 
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Spencer pointed out that there was an increase in 
the Special Education budget because the school system 
needed a board-certified behavior analyst, which would 
be achieved by moving an existing teacher into that role. 

White noted that he was carefully watching the 
education funding due to changes at the federal level. 

"Fewer dollars were going to schools at the state 
level, which is trickling down to the local level and there 
may be changes to grant opportunities," said White. 

Additionally, Principal Rosemary Bowman 
discussed current and projected enrollment numbers 
at Center and Old Hammondtown Schools. Bowman 
expects to keep four kindergarten sections; three sections 
for first, second and third grades; and four sections for 
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fourth, fifth and sixth grades. Higgins expressed his 
approval of the maximum 20-student class size, saying, 
'It's good to see low class sizes, especially in the younger 
grades." 

Elise Frangos, assistant superintendent of 
curriculum, updated the committee on the standards- 
based report cards. The first informational meeting for 
parents will be at 6:30 pm on Wednesday, March 29, at 
Sippican Elementary School in Marion. The new report 
cards will be explained to parents using large format 
examples and group activities to help illustrate the 
effectiveness of the new system. Additional informational 
meetings will be held in Rochester on April 26 and 
Mattapoisett on May 24. 

Principal Bowman reported that school 
psychologist Phil Alessi would be discussing CASEL: 
the Collaborative for Academic, Social and Emotional 
Learning, at a parents' forum on Tuesday, March 28, at 
Old Hammond town School. 

On a lighter note, committee member Rachel 
Westgate said she was approached by Charles Motta, who 
told her that the Center School clock was two minutes 
slow. After a brief lighthearted discussion, Westgate 
assured the committee that she would bring this to the 
attention of Ray Andrews. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled for April 10 at 6:30 pm in the 
Center School cafeteria.

With the start of the presentation, Devoll 
welcomed parents and gave a brief overview of the 
topics they would be covering. He had a word of advice 
for everyone before they began: "Read the program of 
studies!" 

Located on the high school's website, the program 
of studies summarizes the class selections available to 
students so they have a better idea of what each course 
entails.

They Call Me Jeeg. Starring Claudio Santamaria 
and Ilenia Pastorelli. Directed by Gabriele 
Mainetti. Running time: 112 minutes. In limited 
theatrical release. 

The grimly realistic Roman superhero 
drama They Call Me Jeeg, which swept the Italian 
equivalent of the Oscars last year and will soon open 
in America, doesn't put any particular emphasis on 
its feats of power and heroism. They just happen, in 
a gray-blue gunmetal world, and sometimes they go 
viral on YouTube. The title, perhaps bewildering to 
some, refers to a 1975 Japanese anime cartoon called 
Steel Jeeg. The protagonist, career thief Enzo Ceccotti 
(Claudio Santamaria), falls into a submerged barrel 
of toxic waste and emerges with heightened strength 
and healing powers. Alessia (Ilenia Pastorelli), 
the mentally unstable daughter of one of Enzo's 
associates, is obsessed with Steel Jeeg and sees the 
newly super Enzo as her long-awaited Jeeg. At first, 
though, Enzo does nothing more noble with his 
gifts than, say, ripping off an ATM. And when I say 
"ripping off an ATM," I mean he literally rips it off of 
a building. 

In a movie like this, special effects are used 
in a matter-of-fact way, and it often leads to strange, 
memorable details; in a Marvel or DC superhero 
movie, for instance, you won't hear the unique 
hollow thud-thud of a shoe being shaken with a 
severed toe rattling around inside it. You'll hear it 
in They Call Me Jeeg, for sure. The toe belongs, or 
belonged, to Enzo, who has already healed from 
gunshots and now assumes he can simply duct-tape 
the toe back onto its little stump and wait for the 
flesh and bone to meld. What happens the following 
day is a deadpan sick joke, and it establishes that 
this slice of fantasy in a grubby real world has its 
limits. Enzo can't fly, for example, but he can survive 
long falls, though even then he rises slowly and has 
to shake off the effects of the impact. 

Even a stubbly superhero like Enzo needs 



a super villain, and he gets one in the form of Fabio 
(Luca Marinelli), a manic and preening young 
gangster who relishes the theater of evildoing. Fabio 
fancies himself a singer and used to be on Italy's 
version of Big Brother. He's always holding rallies in 
his head, and the numbers are tremendous. At first I 
thought Marinelli' s performance was cringe- worthy, 
but soon realized he was playing a scared kid 
playing a bad-ass — putting layers of identity on the 
character. His flashy corruption runs counter to the 
cracked innocence of Alessia; Ilenia Pastorelli makes 
her a shattered girl stronger in the broken places, 
with a fantasist's desperately escapist zeal. The 
acting in They Call Me Jeeg is far better than it needed 
to be, sharper and respectful of people's complexities 
and need to see themselves as the center of their 
stories. The movie sneaks up and bounces some 
satirical riffs off of the nature of fame in the selfie/ 
YouTube /Instagram culture. 

The climax involves cobwebbed tropes like 
the ticking bomb and the antagonists facing off 
one last, big time. But director Gabriele Mainetti 
dials down the traditional histrionics, and we end 
up thinking more about the people involved. On 
some level. They Call Me Jeeg walks the same path 
as previous uberschmuck films like Super, Defender, 

Ichi the Killer, and Chronicle. But it also comments on 
its own genre in a way that those films more or less 
didn't. The characters' imaginations have been fed 
by the same pop culture that feeds ours; everyone 
acts the roles of the people they would like to be, but 
we see the cracks in the fagades. Those cracks fuel 
the tensions of the film far more than punches or 
explosions do.
